Boyt also spoke on the topic of the recent 
‘gasoline situation and explained that one 
pound of woed chips could provide energy 
for traveling approximately one mile and 
the price per gallon would be considerably 
lower than the gasoline price today 


Speaking against nuclear power plants, 
Boyt explained that the future depends 
fon what we do now. “If we start using 
chemicals and nuclear power to generate 
electricity, in the future our soil and 
‘ground will be ruined." 





‘There are ways to light the path of the 
future other than by the use of miclear 
‘power, according to Boyt and Jim Butler, 
who also spoke to the group. 


Butler, a member of the Ozarkers for 
Responsible Energy, told the group that 
‘alternatives should be found to nuclear 


energy because the “ramifications of 
things (nuclear waste accident) would be 
very great.” 


‘Speaking about the future and the out- 
come of what could happen if nuclear 
power plants were allowed throughout 
the United States, Butler commented, 
“We want to keep this land natural and 
pure even if we won't be around. 


The petitions being circolated call for a 
law to regulate the activities of nacleer 
{aciities builtin the state such asthe one 
currently under coastruction at Fulton in 
Callaway County. The petitioners hope to 
gain enough signatures and interest by 
Concerned persons to ban nuclear genera: 
tion of eleerricty until, according to the 
speakers, there is a sale waste disposal 
system and more reguletions concerning 
the construction and operation of nuclear 
power plants 


Individual petitions need 25 signatures 


for desired total of approximately 
20,000 signatures for this district. 


Butler said the cost of building « nuclear 
power plant alone far outweighs the cost 
of using solar energy as a source of elec- 
tricity. "Nuclear does not provide many 
jobs and studies have been conducted and 
the results show that working in these 
plants could be very harmful to your 
health. Certain chemicals such as 
plutonium if inhaled could promote 
‘cancer,” he said. 


He also added thet 75 percent of the 
‘uranium used in nuclear reactors is owned 
by ofl companies. 


Jett Hall, Missouri Southern student, is 
the Joplin representative for the move- 
ment to stop the operations of nuclear 
power plants in Missouri and persons 
Gesiring the help circulate petitions may 
contact him.

Loans are made for education costa (tui- 
tions and fees, room and board, books and 
supplies, personal expenses and transpor- 
tation), They are available to students 
‘majoring in any field: The loans arv in 
terest free to the student 9o long as the 
‘student is enrolled on at least a halftime 
bas 


Maximum amount available for an 
‘scademic year is $2,600, and the total 
maximum available for undergraduate 
studies is 87,600. The loan is covered by 
‘credit life insurance on the borrower, and 
the student pays the insurance premium 
of one percent per annum, 


Repayment begins 10 months after the 
student ceases to be enrolled on 1 half 
time basis, and interest starts accruing
